Befides, it 
appears, that there are, communibus 
annis,” about 6000 empty Houles 
within the fame Diftrit; but the 
Land-Owners mutt pay this Tax, 
whether their Eftates are tenanted and 
their Rents paid, or not. 

Monied Men, another vak Body, 
contribute litde or nothing to this 
Tax. Their Stock in Trade can ne- 
ver be known, and is always affffed 
but a Trifle; Money lent on Mort- 
gages never is taxed, and Stock in the 
Funds has the publick Faith to ex- 
empt it; fo that by having unequal 
Advantages againit the Landed Inte- 
vei, the. monied Men devour the 
Country Gentlemen, and work the 
molt antient Families out of their 
Inberitances.

Which alone is a fufficient Motive 
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the Poor, and is more folicitous for 
their Education, and preferving the 
Breed, than for the Heir of his Fa- 
mily and Fortune: But when grown 
old or ditabled, thev are both neg- 
leéted, and treated with Cruelty and 
Contempt. : 

All befides this is one continued 
Scene of Oppreffion and Mifery to 
Brutes. A merciful Man can’t pafs 
the Streets without being a perpetu-

But who or what are they which 
we treat in this inhaman Manner?

It was for want of the Limita- 
tions that the civil War was fo long 
kept up; and from the fame Caufe 
the late K. James unhappily exer- 
cis'd fome Prerogatives, which were 
thought a Grievance to the Subject.

liament by Mr. Fletcher of Salton, 
‘whofe known Zeal for the Revolu- 
tion, and the Tenor of whofe Writ- 
ings, will clear him from all Sufpicion 
of favouring Popery) * ‘That Limita- 
‘ tions,-which would render a Nation 
‘ free and independent, were better 
‘ under a Papift, than no Limitations 
‘ under a Proteftant.’

Egiflators of all Ages, have en- 

deavour'd to depofit that abfo- 
Jute unlimited Power, which origi- 
nally feems to be in the whole Body, 
in fuch Hands as would beft conduce 
to the People’s Sifety ; and moit of 
them left the Right {till in the whole 
Body, bat the Adminiftration or ex- 


Number, but may be exercis'd fy 
many as well as a fingle Perfon, 
The Decemviri at Rome, tho’ 
chofen for digeiting a Body of Law 
for the Government of a free State, 
immediately ufurp’d arbitrary Power, 
deftroy'd the Nobles and opprefs'd 
the People, ’till the very Crime, for 
which the Targuins were expell'd 
60 Years before, occafion'd the Ex. 
pulfion of thefe Tyrants. The 
phori in Sparta were cruel Tyrants: 
400 Men at Athens became a Body 
of Tyrants, and were call’d an Oli- 
garchy, under which hateful Deno- 
mination they were depos’d in Rage 
by the People.

and at laft the Orators themfelves,

weakelt, who by removing from 
either Scale, and adding of his own, 
may keep the Scales duly poifed. 
Such was that of the two Kings of 
Sparta, the Confular Power in Rome, 
and of the feveral limited States in 
the Gothic Inflitutions.

Every Circumftance 
that could give me Pain crouded into:it- A 
Paragraph in a Pamphlet (intitled, A Letter 
to the Clergy of the Church of England, on 
Occafion of the Commitment of the Right 
Reverend the Lord Bithop of Rocheffer to the 
Tower of London) which had formerly not a 
little difturb’d me, prefented itfelf again full 
of new Vexation and Amazement.

* can fafely be trufted with it.’ What a Dif- 
covery is here! This Defign againft Orators, 
is like a flrange Piece of Policy us’d amongft 
the Lacedemonians; of whom it is reported, 
that whenever they faw a Man grow popular 
and by Confequence powerful, they banithed 
him out of their Country. But before I take 
any farther Notice of this, let us jut note 
what Credit and Authority this Exemy to Elo- 
quence honour'd himfelf with.

that Countellor Titom was fent to the 
Caftle of Vincennes. No Members 
have fince come to Parliament, and 
the Advocates alfo ftay at Home; fo 
that the Proceffes are at a Stand, 
and thefe Things begin to work in 
other Parliaments of the Kingdom. 

From Leghorn. Our lait Letters 
from Corfica confirm, that the Male. 
contents of that Iffand have accepted 
of the general. Pardon offer’d them 
by the Prince of Wirtemberg in the 
Emperor's Name, and under the 
Guaranty of his Imperial Majefty, 
and in Confequence thereof they had 
concluded a Sort of Sufpenfion of 
Arms, and given neceflary Hoftages 
on both Sides. 

From Madrid. The Artillery im- 
barked at Barcelona is arrived at A/i- 
cent, as alfo the greateft Part of the 
Troops defigned for the Expedition, 
and the general Officers who are 
there, hurry forward every Thing, 
that they themfelves may be ready to 
go on board the Fleet, which, how- 


ever, they believe can’t be able to 
put to Sea before the 8th or roth of 
Fune, there being not yet a fufficient 
Number of Tranfports ready. People 
ftill feem affured, that this Armament 
is defigned agaimit Oran. 

From Con/tantinople ; that the Bri- 
tife Ambaflador and thofe of the 
Faftory of that Nation going on 
board the William, Capt. Petre, to 
an Entertainment, ftaid till late in 
the Evening: And at the Departure 
of the Ambaffador, the Ship faluted 
him with feveral Guns (tho’ ’tis faid 


the firing of a Gun after Sun-fet in 


their Harbours is contrary to the 
Turkifo Cuftoms) the Noife of which 
alarm’d the Seraglio; that Court ap- 
prehending a new Infurreétion, and 
that the Guns were a Signal to the 
Populace. The Sultan fent to en- 
quire the Caufe; which when 
known, he in his Paffion fent Orders 
to hang up the Captain direétly ; but 
he getting away in Time, the Grand 
Signior fent for the Faétory, and 
imprifon’d thofe that appear'd. 

The Earl of Kinnoul was alfo 
rudely treated by the Vizier, and or- 
der’d to depart ; but in a Day or two 
Matters cool'd, and the Vizier be- 
coming more confiderate, his Excel- 
lency found Means to have their Af- 
fair fo reprefented to the Grand Sig- 
nior, that the Merchants were releas’d ; 
and the Druggerman of the Porte 
was afterwards fent to him with a 
Compliment and Excufe from his 
Sublime Highnefs for what had pafs'd. 

From Venice. The Report fpread 
upon the Arrival of the St. Andere 
from Corfow, appears to be fo far 
true, that a dangerous Confpiracy 
was difcovered at Con/fantinople, to 
dethrone the reigning Sultan, and 
reinftate his Uncle, depos’d laft Year ; 
but was timely difcover’d, and the 
principal Confpirators ‘put to Death, 
with a vaft Number of Accomplices:
